HEAVY AIR BOMBING 
OF PARIS REPORTED 


NEW YORK, June 11. (AP).— 
National Broadcasting Co. corre- 
spondents in Europe reported to- 
day that waves of German bombers 
were flying-over Paris and that part 
of the city itself was burning this 
morning. 

Fred Bate, NBC correspondent in 
London, said that the French Em- 
bassy there, still in communication 
with Paris, had confirmed reports 
that parts of the capital were 
aflame.

“Unfortunately,” he asserted, 
“the chief of the Italian Gov- 
ernment was unwilling to accept 
the procedure suggested.” 

Roosevelt said, too, that he 
had expressed his administra- 
tion’s willingness to try to co- 
operate with the Italian Gov- 
ernment when the appropriate 
occasion arose for creation of 
“a more stable world order 
through the reduction of arma- 
ments, and through the con- 
struction of a more liberal in- 
ternational economic system.”

Perhaps the most startling phase 
of this nation-wide zeal to run 
down spies and “fifth columnists” 
is the flood of offers which have 
come from individuals who want 
to form vigilante groups that would 
engage in running down suspected 
aliens d others without official 
aid. Yhese offers have come par- 
ticularly from the south. 

In sponse to all such letters 
the department is sending a form 
which says clearly and emphatical- 
ly that individual citizens should 
refrain. from any independent ac- 
tivity and merely report informa- 
tion which they may have to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation or 
the nearest United States Marshal. 
The potentialities in this situation 
are so serious that the department 
issued today an official release 
pointing out the dangers which 
might arise out of the “confusion 
and irresponsibility certain to fol- 
low on widespread volunteer ef- 
forts.” 

Job Falls to Biddle. 

On the shoulders of Solicitor-Gen-. 
eral Biddle will fall the two-fold 
task of checking the hysteria and 
at the same time carrying on the 
co-ordination of all justice activi- 
ties relating to the war crisis. Of 
the aristocratic Philadelphia fam- 
ily of that name, Biddle is a liberal 
who is keenly aware of the need 
to follow orderly, official channels 
if great cruelties and hardships are 
not to be imposed on innocent men 
and women. 

He expects shortly to make a pub- 
lic announcement opposing state 
or municipal laws calling for reg- 
istration of aliens. This is, he feels, 
@ matter for Federal control and 
the expectation is that a bill, now 
before the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, will be enacted within the 
next fortnight. Biddle and Jackson 
have both gone over this measure 
and in effect, given it their ap- 
proval. 

It provides for the registration 
and fingerprinting of all aliens 
over the age of 14. In addition the 
bill provides a prison term up to 10 
years for “any person” who advo- 
cates or teaches “the duty, neces- 
sity, desirability or propriety 
everthrowing or destroying 
government in the United States .by 
force or violence, or by the assas- 
sination of any officer of any such 
government.” The bill applies a 
similar penalty to anyone becoming 
a member of any organization, “so- 
ciety, group or assembly of per- 
sons” teaching, advocating or en- 
couraging the overthrow or de- 
struction of any government in the 
United States. 

In two respects this bill is¢broad- 
er than the seditious conspiracy 
statute now on the books. The lat- 
ter is operative only in time of war 


while presumably the proposed law | 


would be applicable at all times. 
The seditious consipracy law pro- 
vides criminal penalties for two or 
more persons who conspire togeth- 
er. The proposed law would make 
a single individual who advocated 
overthrow of the Government lia- 
ble to punishment. 
Registration Machinery. 

Anticipating passage of the meas- 
ure, Biddle has already begun to 
set up machinery for the registra- 
tion of some 3,500,000 aliens in ap- 
proximately eight months’ time. 
This will be done with the aid of 
the Bureau of the Census and large- 
ly through the instrumentality of 
postoffices throughout the country. 
Severe penalties are provided for 
aliens who fail to comply with the 
terms of the measure which speci- 
fies that a change of address must 
be reported within five days. A 
number of deportable offenses are 
listed. 

It is a formidable job that has | 
fallen to Biddle’s lot, involving spe- 
cial problems that are now only 
vaguely foreseen. 

Canadian officials have expressed 
concern over the new law since 
it is estimated there are 500,000 Ca- 
nadian citizens in the United States 
who have never regarded them-| 
selves as aliens, because of the 
close ties between the two coun- 
tries, and who will now be sur- 
prised to find that they must go to 
the nearest postoffice and have 
their fingerprints taken. 

Biddle intends to express his op-' 


position to state and municipal 


alien laws because he feels that! 
they are likely to result in the 
greatest cruelties and hardships 
and to be the least effective in 
ehecking espionage and other il- 
legal activities. The clamor for 
such laws has arisen mostly in the 


aliens. The Georgia alien law, it 
is pointed out, has already resulted 
in witch hunting persecutions. 
The Solicitor-General has already 
filed a brief supporting the decision 
ef the Third Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals holding unconstitutional 
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or with oil.

Cornell Has Shown Ob- 
servers Plenty in Work- 
outs for Annual Four-

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y. June 
11 (AP).—Washington’s oarsmen 
were due here today for a final 
week of preparation for the inter- 
collegiate regatta next Tuesday. 
And the chances are that even if 
the Huskies don’t win Washington 
still will be the ruling power in the 
rowing world. 

For two of the Eastern contend- 
ers for the intercollegiate title— 
Cornell and Princeton—are coached 
by Washington graduates. So are 
Yale and Harvard, which don’t row 
at Poughkeepsie, and some others. 
The concensus hereabouts is that 
if anyone beats the Huskies this 
year it will be Cornell. 

Under the guidance of Harrison 
Sanford and Norman Sonju, both 
Washington alumni, Cornell has 
become about the most potent row- 
ing power in the East. The big 
red eight was fourth in last year's 
record-smashing varsity race then 
won the Eastern “sprint” champion- 
ship hands down this spring. 

Arriving only Sunday, Cornell has 
shown Poughkeepsie 
plenty already. The Ithacans fol- 
lowed Wisconsin down stream yes- 


terday when the Badgers went 
through a snappy time trial 
and while Sanford wouldn’t ad- 
mit he had timed his men, 
Cornell showed a good turn 
of speed to go with its ac- 
knowledged power. It is an ex- 


ceptionally heavy boatload but it 
applies its power smoothly without 
a sign of wallowing or checking 
between strokes. This spring Cor- 
nell has beaten Syracuse, Navy, 
Princeton, Harvard and Yale at 
distances up to .wo smiles. 
Princeton, which has supported 
crews since 1872 but never before 
sent one to Poughkeepsie, is a rank 
outsider among the nine varsities. 
The Tigers had a rather dismal 
sprint season, beating only Navy. 
They appear light, and with no ex- 
perience at rowing on the rough 
water that often turns up here 
they don’t seem to have much 
chance in the four-mile grind. 


But Fred Spuhn has been bring- 
ing them along carefully in an ef- 
fort to develop power and stamina. 
Princeton is exceedingly snsooth 
and had a smooth-running shell 
with fine spacing. 

Ky Ebright, who has won more 
Poughkeeersie races than any other 
coach, dropped his 1939 champions 
a notch or two in the eyes of some 
observers when he made several 
shifts in his boatings yesterday. But 
that didn’t seem to disturb the 
coach and the shifts 
been merely experimental. The 
Golden Bears took a licking from 
Washington this spring so Ebright 
knows what he's up against. 

Columbia and Syracuse may be 
the “dark horses” of the varsity 
race. Hubert Glendon’s Lions had 
a successful sprint season and, as 
usual, they have been training here 
longer than any other crew. That 
long session with no distracting ele- 
ments has been helpful to previous 
Columbia crews. Syracuse improved 
steadily through an unsuccessful 
season and its rowing here has 
looked good—perhaps even a little 
smoother than Columbia’s. 

Navy, which isa’t due until to- 
morrow, can be judged only on its 
sprint record, and the Midshipmen 
didn’t win a race. Wisconsin has 
shown considerable improvement 
since its arrival but still doesn’t 
look good enough.

'Olini. Modern wars are fought with steel. 
|The steel that now rides against the Allies, 
|and flies against them, and drops upon them, 
‘is, in large measure, American steel. 

In 1931, we sent 2176 tons of scrap iron 
and steel to Italy. In 19382, 6678 tons. Hitler 
came to power in 1933, and a new era began 
in Europe. In that year, our shipments of 
scrap to Italy rose to 114,419 tons. In 1934, 
225,644 tons. In 1935, 382,775 tons. 

Exports were maintained at this pace, and 
increased, so that the 1939 total of our scrap 
sales to Italy came to the awe-inspiring fig- 
ure of 425,896 tons. 

What of Germany? Our connection with 
Germany has not been broken off, in spite 


| 


of the blockade. The story tells _ itself 
‘through monthly shipments data. 
| In January, 1939, for example, we sent 


11,635 tons of scrap to Germany, 26,055 to 
\Italy. In March, 1940, we sent no scrap to 
|Germany, but we delivered 48,258 tons to

| totals to Germany and Italy combined. Ob- 
| viously, Italy is the door through which our

‘most inconceivable level of 2,016,065 tons.

Now the word comes that the Soviet

INVOKED AS 10 ITALY 


‘Cash and Carry’ Law Applied 
-~——Nov Announcement on War 
Zone Extension. 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt, in a series of 
proclamations last night, extended 
provisions of the Neutrality Act to 
Italy as a result of Premier Musso- 
lini’s declaration of war. 

The proclamations, implemented 


by State Department orders, ap- 


plied the “cash and carry” no-credit 
provisions to Italy, prohibited 
American citizens from traveling 
on Italian vessels, and barred the 
raising of funds in this country for 


Italy without a license. 

The proclamations also extended 
to Italian submarines the restric- 
tions barring belligerent underseas 
craft from American ports and ter- 
ritorial waters. 

No accompanying announcement 
was made regarding the extension 
of the present European combat 
zone to Italian territorial waters. 
The expectation, however, was that 


such action would be forthcoming) | 


soon. 

The extension of the combat zone 
would in effect block out all of 
Europe but Portugal and the nort* 
ern coast of Spain to America. 
shipping. The prohibited zone now 
extends from Russia’s Arctic ports 
down to the Spanish Peninsula. 

The orders were signed by the 
President on his return from Char- 
lottesville, Va. The proclamations 
were written in technical language 
as amendments to similar proclama- 
tions issued at the start of the war 
between Germany and France and 
England. 


WAR IN MEDITERRANEAN AREA 
BLOW TO U. S, FOREIGN TRADE 


WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP).— 
Extension of the war to the Medi- 
terranean means a blow to United 
States exports to that area—exports 
which constitute about 5 per cent 
of total American shipments to for- 
eign countries. 


A large part of the shipments 
to the region are expected to be 
blocked forthwith and all of them 
may be, depending on what course 
the war there takes. 

Exports to the 10 principal Medi- 
terranean countries last year to- 
taled $104,446,000, the Commerce 
Department estimated. Imports 
from them amounted to $101,168,000, 
or 7 per cent of American imports. 

Italian-American trade alone 
amounted last year to $98,765,000. 
Italy bought $58,864,000 worth of 
goods from the United States and, 
since the war, had been expanding 
purchases. The United States 
bought $39,921,000 worth of Italian 
products, principally cheese, canned 
tomatoes, olive oil, raw silk and 
silk fabrics. 

Trade with Mediterranean coun- 
tries other than Italy last year in- 
cluded: Exports to Yugoslavia, $2,- 
978,000; Albania, $130,000; Greece, 
$6,390,000; Turkey, $8,313,000; Syria, 
$3,061,000; Palestine, $7,646,000; 
Egypt, $13,980,000; Tunisia, $1,029,- 
000, and Algeria, $2,055,000.

Chief Justice Says Change in Rules 
Will Permit Docketing More 
Cases a Day. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 11.— 


Changes in rules and procedure of 


will reduce the time allowed coun- 
sel for oral argument of appeals 
and provide for Division No. 2 of 
the Court to hear appeals one week 
in each month except July and 


‘August, were announced today by 


the court en banc, effective in the 
September term. 

The court reduced the time al- 
lowed an appellant, or relator, for 
argument, from an hour and 10 
minutes to 40 minutes, and the re- 
spondent’s time from 50 minutes to 
30 minutes. This will cut the time 
for both sides of a case from two 
hours to 70 minutes. The court 
may extend the time in a case if 
it considers it necessary. 

Chief Justice C. A. Leedy Jr., 
said the new rule was not out of 
line with the practice in other 
states and would permit docketing 
more cases in a day.

A High Blood 
Pressure Diet 
Aids Patients

EOPLE who have been told that 
Pr have high blood pressure 

are inclined to believe that go- 
ing on a diet is, alone, enough to 
fix them. I suppose it is natural 
for them to have this kind of 
psychology. Voltaire said that if 
there were no God, we would have 


to invent one: the remark applies - 


to the high blood pressure patient 
and his diet. 

High blood pressure usually af- 
flicts those who have lived well, 


who are a little, or more than a 
little, overweight, who enjoy the 
good things of life, including the 
good things of the table, who have 
lived a gay and happy life under 
high pressure. When they are con- 
fronted with a verdict that some- 
thing has happened to their mech- 
anism, they naturally look back 
with regret on all the good times 
that they have had and they are 
inclined to ascribe their plight to 
their indulgences. They also think 
that if they reform and live an 
ascetic and monastic kind of life 
things will be reversed. 

This, as I say, is perfectly natu- 
ral, but I believe their consciences 
need not be so troubled because I 
seriously doubt if their condition 
is due to any habits or ways of 
life. Nor, in my opinion, will diet 
alone fix them up. They must 
be content to lead a different kind 
of life and to change their habits 
in more particulars than one. They 
must be ready to take the strain 
off the entire system, including the 
strain of worry and business en- 
terprises. 

Of course, this includes diet. If 
they reduce activities and worry 
and strain, one way to do it is by 
reducing the number and content 
of exciting meals and the stimu- 
lation that goes with them. 

A diet that fulfills these require- 
ments is the _ so-called “neutral 
diet.” This emphasizes an increase 
of the carbohydrates and starches, 
and a decrease of the protein, the 
ratio being about 50 protein, 100 
fat and 200 carbohydrae.

OU’VE got to believe in some- 
Y thing, something that seems 
right and rooted, or you can’t 
go far in this world. Nothing will 
demoralize you quicker, or worse, 
than a loss of Faith. You can bear 
shock and sickness, poverty and in- 
justice with courage and deter- 
mination as long as you can still 
trust the general fairness and 
friendliness of fate and folks. But 
if s@mething undermines that trust, 
your whole grip is shaken. 

Unfortunately, life’s apt to be 
one undermining job after anoth- 
er. You face disillusionment be- 
fore you’re out of your Kiddie 
Klothes. There’s always some- 
thing or somebody ready to smash 
your ideals. And unless you can 
make a creed for yourself, which 
nothing can wreck, you're fated for 
a fade-out. 

This has always been true . 
but never so poignantly true as at 
present when we Americans are 
watching every decent principle in 
which we believed take the count. 
Holland, Belgium, Norway, Den- 
mark—each nation lived by stand- 
ards which we called “civilized” 

. which we believed had God’s 
blessing. And now they’re ground 
into dirt. So what? So it’s easy to 
feel that there isn’t any God... 
any lasting values of right or 
wrong ., - any code to which a 
bewildered spirit may cling. 

Yes, it’s easy to sneer when life 
smashes your dreams. Terribly 
easy to become a cynic. But what 
does it buy you? Nothing but more 
bitterness and bewilderment. 

Years ago, when everything I 
loved and: trusted crashed for me, 
I made a creed. Here it is, that 
creed of mine, for what it’s worth. 
I call it: I Believe in Decency. 

I believe in decency, and in those 
clean and kindly motives for which 
it stands. There is nothing sentr- 
mental about this belief. It is not

Economical Menus By Meta Gives 


(Feeding Family of 5 on about $12 a week) 


OU may have thought that 
Y sweetbreads were far too much 
of a delicacy to accommodate 
themselves to your budget, but we 
are glad to bring forward today’s 
main dish as evidence that such 
is not the case. However, don’t 
tell the folks! Let them feel they 
are being treated to a real party 
dish. You'll like to know, too, that 
you are providing them with a 
meat high in food value, with more 
calories per pound than almost any 
other part of the meat animal, and 
vitamins and mineral as well. 

Baked Sweetbreads 

(Cost About 45c). 

Two pairs sweetbreads (about 
one pound), fine dry breadcrumbs, 
one egg (beaten), two bouillon 
cubes, two cups hot water, three 
tablespoons butter or other fat, 
one-third cup flour. 

Remove loose membranes from 
sweetbreads. Cover sweetbreads 
with cold water and soak half an 
hour; then drain and cover with 
boiling water, adding one teaspoon 
salt and one and one-half table- 
spoons vinegar to each quart. Sim- 
mer gently for 20 minutes. Drain 
thoroughly; cut in half lengthwise. 
Dip each piece first in crumbs, 
then in beaten egg, then again in 
crumbs, and lay in a buttered bak- 
ing dish. Bake in a moderate oven 
(375 degrees) for 20 minutes. Mean- 
while, dissolve bouillon cubes in 
hot water; cool. Melt fat in sauce- 
pan, blend in flour, and add cooled 
bouillon; stir over direct heat un- 
til sauce boils and thickens. Sea- 
son to suit taste. Serve hot over 
the baked sweetbreads. Serves four 
to five.
